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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION. 


T hese Volumes contain all the information I Eaye been able 
to collect concerning the British Enactments in force in 
the Native States in India.^ 

2. The term “ British Enactments,” as used. In these volumes, 
includes — 

(I) the Enactments made by the British Legislature in 
exercise of the general jurisdiction which it possesses 
over its subjects and servants in all Native States, 
and 

(II) the Enactments made by or under the authority of 
the British Indian Executive Government in exer- 
cise of the special jurisdiction which it has acquired, 
usually over aU persons, in certain Native States or 
places therein. 

3. * The distinction between these two classes of Enactments 
has been observed in classifying the British Enactments in force 
in the Native States dealt with in these volumes, the Enactments 
in force in each local area having been placed under separate 
heads according as they belong to one or other of these classes. 
Enactments which purport to be solely made under the authority 
of the Legislature, or which appear to be limited to the classes of 
persons with which the Legislature can deal, have been arranged 
under one head and styled “ Bxitish-Indian Enactments whilst 
Enactments which purport to be made, in whole or in part, under 
the special authority of the Executive Government above de- 
scribed, or which do not appear to be limited to the classes of

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persons with which the Legislature can deal, have been arranged 
under a different head, having as its title the name of the parti- 
cular place for which the Enactments have been made with the 
word “British” prefixed. Broadly speakmg, the “ British- 
Indian Enactments ” are personal laws applicable only to British 
subjects or servants, whilst the other Enactments are territorial 
laws applicable to all persons in the particular places to which 
they respectively refer. 

4. The minor classification under each of these heads is 
identical, the Enactments being arranged, as far as possible, in 
separate lists, as they are of the nature of — 

(1) Principal Enactments, that is. Enactments made under 

the immediate authority of the Legislature or the 

Executive Government, consisting of — 

— JBnaotments of the Legislature — 

(«) Statutes, 

(&) Acts of the Governor-General in OounoiP ; 

B. — Bnaotments of the Lxecutive Government — 

(a) Enactments of the British-Indian Legis- 
latures applied, 

(S) Special Laws ; or 

(2) Subordinate Enactments, that is, Enactments (Buies 

and Orders) made under authority conferred in this 
behalf by Principal Enactments. 

5. “ Special Laws ” are new laws made by the Executive 
Government for places in which it has acquired special jurisdio- 
tion, whUe “Enactments of the British-Indian Legislatures 

‘Strictly speaTiuig, all tie Enaotmenta of tha Legislatures ostablislied m tins country are 
Subordinate EnactmeniB, masmucli as the Indian Legislatures derive their authority solely from 
Parliamentary Enactments} hut for the purposea of these Lists, Acts of the Governor qener^l u} 
Council are classified as on the same footing vrith Statutes. 
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applied” are, as their title indicates, existrag British-Indian 
Enactments which have, by order of the Executive Government, 
been adopted, usually with certain modifications, as laws in such 
places. Though there is no material distinction between these 
two kinds of Enactments, it has been found convenient to arrange 
them in separate groups m these volumes. 

6. A general classification of the British Enactments which 
may he made for the Native States in India, and a detailed 
classification of the various British Enactments actually in force 
in the Native States dealt with in each volume, which have been 
prepared in accordance with the above remarks, will be found in 
Statements Nos. I and II, prefixed to these volumes (pages xi and 
xu). 

7. The Enactments which the various Native States may have 
made for their respective territories are beyond the scope of this 
work. 

8. T’or the convenience of local officers, each volume contains 
{see Part I) the British Enactments in force generally m all 
Native States in India, as well as the Enactments in force locally 
in the particular Native States with which it deals. 

9 Numerous references to Aitchison’s Treaties have been 
inserted, which will, it is hoped, add to the usefulness of these 
Lists. The revised edition of 1876 is the one referred to. 

10. A short alphabetical index of names of places has been 
appended for convenience of reference. 

11. In compiling the volumes — 

(a) Buies and Orders of a temporary nature or conferring 
powers on persons by name have, as a rule, been 
omitted ; and 

(S) Special Laws and Subordinate Enactments, which are 
not to be found m the Codes published by the 
Legislative Eeparlment, have, as a rule, been set 
out in ecctenso. 

12. Mr. G B. Bidge of the Legislative Department Office has 
assisted me in the preparation of these Lists, and Mr. E. G. 
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Wigley, the Officiating "Under Secretary, has kindly undertaken 
to supervise the passing of the final proof through the Press and 
the insertion of such Enactments as may he issued after this date 
13. Lastly, it must be stated that these volumes are not authori- 
tative, and that the Government of India is in no way responsible 
for their contents They have been compiled by me from the Offi- 
cial Gazettes, supplemented by local information obtained through 
the Eoreign Department. Though I have made them as complete 
and accurate as was possible, having regard to the materials at my 
disposal and the hmited time which I have been at liberty to 
devote to the work, I am fully conscious of their many defects. At 
the same time I hope that, notwithstanding their imperfections, the 
volumes will bo found to be of some practical value to Political 
Officers and others desirous of obtaining information concerning 
the British Enactments in force in the Native States in India.

In his recent valuable work, “The Protected Native States of 
India,’* Mr. Lee-Warner states (see page 366) that if the reader 
“ refers to the official Gazettes of the Indian Government he will 
find many scores of pages devoted annually to the iudicial noti- 
fications published by the political offices of the Empire. The 
law relating to the Native States fills thousands of pages.” The 
object of the work now being brought to completion has been to 
save the labour and trouble involved in referring to the official 
Gazettes for these Notifications by supplying information in 
a classified form as to their contents. Though the work only 
professes to contain lists of the Notifications m question, it will be 
found on examination that, except in the case of the two first 
volumes, which do not, as a rule, reproduce the subordinate 
Enactments, the whole of each Notification referred to in these 
volumes is set out in exienso either in the last column of the 
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liists or ia the appendices, so that a reference to the Gazettes, 
even for the purpose of ascertaining the exact words of a Notifica- 
tion, has been rendered unnecessary Indeed, if used in conjunc- 
tion with the “ Codes published by the Legislative Department, 
which contain the Statutes, Acts, and Regulations mentioned in 
the Lists, these volumes ought to form a fairly complete handbook 
to the British Enactments now in force in the Native States of 
India. 

The subject of the relations between the British Government 
and the Native States of India has of late been brought before 
the public not only in Mr. Lee-Warner’s work above mentioned, 
but also in Mr. Tupper’s no less valuable work, “Our Indian 
Protectorate.” In both these volumes these relations have been 
treated of chiefly from a politico-historical point of view. In his 
earlier work, entitled "A OoUeotion of Treaties, Engagements, 
and Sanads relating to India and neighbouring countries,” of 
which a revised edition has recently been published, Sir Charles 
Aitchison dealt very fully and comprehensively with the same 
subject, mamly from the standpoint of our contractual relations 
towards these States. In these and the previous volumes of this 
work an attempt has been made to approach this subject from 
what may be described as its legal or 3urisdictional aspect, the 
object being to shoy the extent to which British-made law apphes 
to these Native States, and, though these volumes are practically 
little more than compilations of information which is available to 
any one who chooses to study the Gazettes, they will perhaps help 
to throw light on what has hitherto been a somewhat confusing 
branch of the subject.

the Governor-General in Council, or in one of the Provincial 
Codes. In such cases full references are given : and the chrono- 
logical lists which formed the basis of the first edition are only 
retained in a simplified form to serve the purposes of a table or 
index. In its present form it is hoped that the work may be 
regarded as a not inadequate supplement to the General Acts of 
the Governor-General in Council and the Provincial Codes. 

2. A general nommal index has been added at the end of the 
sixth Volume (the W estern Indian Volume) for facility of reference. 

8. Mr. Maopherson, the Secretary to the Government of India 
in the Legislative Department, who compiled the first edition, has 
kindly permitted me to consult him in matters regarding the 
general scheme of the work, and I have to express my obligations 
to bim for his advice. I have also had the assistance of Mr. Ridge 
of the Legislative Department Office, who has been most useful in 
helping to prepare the volumes for Press.

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PREFACE TO THE THIRD EDITION. 


I N this, the third, edition of “ British Enactments in force in 
Native States,” the system of arrangement has been altered 
from that adopted by Mr. (now Sir John) Macpherson in the first 
edition. States in relation with the Government of India, with 
the Administered Areas situated m them, have been grouped 
(Volumes I-III) apart from those in relation with Local Govern- 
ments (Volume IV), while one Volume (V) is devoted to Railways 
wherever situated. Again orders under Acts applied and under 
Local Laws have been separated from the rest of the enactments, 
and form Volumes II and III in the case of the first group of 
States, and Part II of Volume IV in the case of the second group, 
and Part II of Volume V in the case of railways Lastly, for 
convenience of reference, orders relating to Courts have been 
entered under a separate sub-head in each chapter in Volumes I, 
IV, Part I, and V, Part I. In the Appendices have been ooUeoted 
all orders to which there are constant references in the body of 
the work, or which it is convenient to group together for pur- 
poses of comparison, such as orders relating to the appointment of 
Justices of the Peace, of Marriage Registrars, and of Registrars 
of Births and Deaths.

PAET I. 

RAILWAYS IN NATIVE STATES. 

For purposes of 3 urisdiction, railways in Native States can be divided 
into three classesj namely, those on which the Daibars concerned hays 
ceded full sovereignty to the British Government, those on which they havo 
coded jmisdiction * only, and those on which they retain both sovereignty 
and jurisdiction. The first class consists (with one® exception) of mam lines 
planned previously to 1864 when that form of cession was relmquisihed the 
second of mam lines built since that date and the thud of local lines, 
situated as a rule in one State only. The lands of the first class are British 
teiiitory to which the laws of British India extend as such . those of the 
second class, while remaliung Native State territory are Administered Areas 
for which jurisdictional arrangements have been made as detailed in this 
Pait , while those of the third class aie integral portions of the States in 
which they are situated and the only British enactments* in force aie those 
which operate in those States as shown m Volume I or Volume IV as tho 
case may be.

2. If any such tiaveller is found to be so suffering, or if the aforesaid 
inspection shows that he is likely to be infected with bubonic fever, it shall 
be competent for the person malnng the inspection to direct the removal,

Every efEorfc must be made to enlist the services of influential non- 
official representatives of the native community It is not only in the actual 
cairying out of plague measures but in the discussion of what measures 
ought to be taken that their co-operation is lequued. Such discussion must, 
if the choice of members has been 3 udicious, tend greatly to lesson the risk 
of popular misundeistanding. At the same time it affoids an oppoitumty 
for explanation to the authorities of difficulties in the way of proposed action 
which might not otherwise be foreseen When a particular line of action 
has once been adopted, it is most undesirable that there should be any hesita- 
tion in pm’suing it, or any drawing hack The best means of avoiding such 
contingencies is to be found in the real and practical, not merely nominal, 
association of natives of ability and standing with the woik of officials 

8 Any orders issued or action taken of special impoitance or general 
application by any pieison exercising authority under these rules shall be 
immediately reported to the Residency Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer 
in Ra 3 putana, and the Agent to the Governor General in Rajputana, and 
Chief Commissioner, A 3 mer-Meiwaia. 

9 Any geneial oideis issued by the Residency Surgeon and Cluef 
Medical Officer m Ra 33 iutana to the Civil Surgeon of A 3 mer in connection 
with plague operations shall be forwarded through the Commissionei, and a 
copy shall at the same time be sent to the Chief Commissioner 

10 All expenses mouried in cariying out these rules shall, in the fiist 
instance, be paid in the case of A 3 mer-Mervvara, if in a Municipality or 
Cantonment, from the Municipal or Cantonment Fund, otherwise fiom the 
District Fund or from any general allotment or special grant made foi the 
pm'pose by the Government of India In the case of railway lands in Native 
States, either by the Darbai concerned or from any special fund or allotment 
to which the amount may, by order, be made debitable

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At each of these Inspecting Stations Plague Inspecting Medical Officers 
have been posted 

la. The Bailway Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer in Rajputana will 
supply to all officers concerned a list of the areas which may fiom time to 
time bo declared infected, and also notify all changes which may fiom time to 
time he made m such list 

13. Every tram coming from the direction of any aiea which may be 
notified from time to time as infected for the purpose of this lule shall be 
detained at the ahovenamed stations so long as may be necessary for the 
medical examination of the passengers The railway authorities shall detain 
the ti am so long as the Medical Officer may coiisidei necessary for the 
purpose On the arrival of the tram at these stations, no passenger shall 
alight from the tram without the permission of a Railway Police or Medical 
Official. 

14 Every passenger shall, on being requested to do so, by any Rail- 
way Police or Medical Official, alight from the train, and proceed for the 
purpose of medical inspection to any spot that may be indicated by such 
official, 

16. A passenger shall not depart from the spot so indicated without the 
pel mission of the Medical Officer 

16. The examination of females shall be effected under the orders of the 
Medical Officer by women only 

17 If, on inspection, and after due observation, the Medical Officer is 
satisfied that a passenger is suffeiing from plague, the Medical Officer shall 
immediately remove such person to a temporary hospital established for the 
purpose, and shall ariange for the detention, dieting and medical tieatment 
of such person therein, foi so long as he (the Medical Officer) may consider 
necessary 

Passengers who have travelled in the same compartment as the patient 
shall be detained for observation in a segregation hut or tent (other than the 
observation shed provided under lule 18, or the hospital established under the 
first paragraph of this rule) until the Medical Officer considers it safe to allow 
them to proceed on their journey provided that when plague is indigenous 
aud well-established m a place it will no longer be necessaiy to enforce the 
detention of persons found travelling m the same railway carnage with 
persons suffering from plague, surveillance being substituted therefor. But 
such detention must not exceed a period often days. 

18. Subject to any mstrnotions issued by the Agent to the Governor 
General and Chief Commissionei. the Medical Officer has authority to detain 
any passenger who after a siimmaiy medical examination is found to be 
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suffering fi'om any suspicious symptoms Tlie Medical Officer shall remove 
any person so detained to the observation shed erected m the vicinity of the 
railway station, and shall arrange for the detention, dieting and medical 
treatment of such person in the observation shed foi so long as he (the 
Medical Officer) may consider necessary, 

19. If, in any case, a person removed to a temporary hospital is accom- 
panied by a companion oi attendant, the Medical Officer shall require such 
companion or attendant to live in the immediate neighbourhood of the tem- 
porary hospital in a segregation hut or tent provided foi the purpose, and to 
remain in such place until he receives piermission from the Medical Officer to 
depart 

20. If a person is attacked with plague while so segregated, the Medical 
Officer shall remove suoh person to the temporary hospital, and shall keep 
under observation in a segregation hut, tent or other suitable structure for 
a period of ten days from the date of suoh removal, any companion or attendant 
who has been with such person. 

21. Upon the death of the sick person the Medical Officer shall, for tlie 
ten days immediately following, detain under observation all persons who 
have been in attendance on him, in segregation huts, tents, or other suitable 
structures established for the purpose in the neighbourhood. 

22. A person dealt with under the foregoing rules shall comply with any 
directions that may be given to him by the .Medical Officer with regard to 
his removal to, and his detention and treatment in, an observation shed, 
temporary hospital, oi place of segregation, and with respect to the disinfect- 
lug or burning of his personal effects, or with lespeot to the disposal of any 
corpse, 01 any other similai matters • he shall not depart from any suoh place 
of detention without the pei mission of the Medical Officer. 

23. Dhe luggage and clothing of passengers detained under rules 18 and 
20 (travelling from areas in which the plague prevails) shall be disinfected in 
a^cc rdance with Annexure I j or, instead of articles being boiled, they may 
be steeped in a solution of peicbloiide of mercury and sun-dried. 

24. Except as provided for above, the persons and personal effects of 
passengers are on no account to be disinfected, whetbei they come from an 
infected area or not 

2B. In cases wheie it is considered necessary that the clothes or bedding, 
etc., of a traveller should be burnt, the Medical Officer may, if the person is 
poor or for other sufficient reason, arrange for providing other ai tides in their 
place at the expense of government, or for payment of compensation 
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26. Persons other than those mentioned above, who alight from the 
train, and who come from an infected area, as denoted by then’ having 
punch-maiked tickets, shall be bionght under surveillance 

In Ajmer-Merwera then names and addresses will be recorded by the 
Railway Police and communicated to District Supeimtendent of Police and 
officer in charge of Police Station of the circle, who will arrange to have 
their health enquired into daily for ten days, reporting at once to the Com- 
missioner and District Magistrate, and if in Cantonments, to the Canton- 
ment Magistrate, the development of any suspicious symptoms. 

Elsewhere, their names and addresses shall be ascertained, and they 
shall be ordered to report themselves daily for ten days to such officer as the 
Medical Officer under the instiuctions of the Residency Surgeon and Chief 
Medical Officer may direct. The officer will be fuimshed by the Medical 
Officer with a daily list of persons ordered to report themselves to him. He 
shad record in a register the daily attendance of such persons, and shall at 
once brmg any case of failure to attend to the notice of the Resident or Poli- 
tical Agent concerned, who shall theieupon take necessary action to have the 
case promptly investigated. 

27. Railway Police and Station Masters, at places where there is no 
Inspecting Officer, will watch trains and persons who alight, and in case of 
discovering cases of plague oi dangerous symptoms amongst the passengers 
will allow them to proceed to the nearest station wheie there is a Medical 
Offlcei, and communicate, with the latter by telegraph, Corpses discovered 
m the train or near the line should be at once removed and kept apart in a 
convenient place, until they have been inspected by a Medical Officer, who 
should be telegraphed foi for that purpose, and who will airange for the 
proper disposal of the body In the case of a European oi Muhammadan, 
the body shall be buried at least six feet deep ; the place of bui’ial, if not 
an authorized cemetery, should be well away from habitations and sources of 
watei-supply. In the case of a Hindu, the body shall be completely and 
thoroughly burnt in an isolated locality in the presence of a lesponsible 
official. 

28 Every case of suspected plague oi of a death occurring in a ease 
where the existence of plague was known or suspected, or of a corpse being 
found in a train, shall be telegraphed urgent and direct by the Medical 
Officer, Railway Police, or Station Master, to whose knowledge it comes, to 
the Eirst Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General, and the Residency 
Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer, and also, in Ajmer-Merwara, to the Com- 
missioner, and to the Magistrate of the District in which the case occurs, and 
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in the Native States, to the Resident or Political Agent, and the Residency 
or Agency Surgeon 

29. Gases of persons alighting and le-booking to avoid plague measures 
will be reported by telegraph by the Station Master oi Railway Police to the 
Medical Officer oi Railway Police of the Station to which the last booking 
is made, who will bring them under surveillance as in rule 20 above 

80 The importation into A]iner-Merwara or to Railsvay lands in 
Ra]putana of used apparel and bedding (evcept personal baggage), rags, a'nd 
waste papers from infected areas, is forbidden 

81. It is imperative that Railway vehicles in which suspected or declared 
cases of plague have occurred should be stopped at and not allowed to run 
further than either the station at which such cases aie removed from the 
carriage or the neaiest medical inspection station , and that such vehicles shall 
be disinfected m accordance with the instructions contained in Annexure III * 

PART III. 

Rules UELATiNa to Munioipal Towns and Caetohments. 

(I) Pteveniive Action. 

32, The employment of volunteer agency for discovering cases of plague 
is to be resorted to as far as possible, though caution must be used in the accept- 
ance of the result ariived at by it. Owners and occupiers of houses, resident 
heads of families, employers of factory labour, and medical practitioners should 
be encouraged to bring to the notice of the authorities oases of suspected plague 
and the arrival of persons fiom an infected area. In towns the practice of 
dividing into circles or wards and of ananging for the working m each of 
prominent inhabitants of that quarter as volunteers may, as u rule, usefully be 
adopted House-holders and medical piactitioneis will sometimes give to 
such persons information which they would hesitate to communicate to a Gov- 
ernment official The case of employers of factory labour is different. It 
may often be found more convenient for them to woik directly with the auth- 
orities. Compulsory notification is not to be enfoiced, but voluntary notifica- 
tion must 111 every possible way be eneomaged. Where volunteer agency is 
available, it must not be allowed to work spasmodically j on the contrary, it 13 
of the first importance that arrangements should be made for its systematic 
employment. 

33. For the piiipose of checking the occurrence of deaths, the Assistant 
Commissioner or Cantonment Magistrate may post Police Officers or other 
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officials at bunal and burning grounds. Such officials may enquire of the 
mouinei’q the place and the cause of death, but shall not delay oi interfeie 
with the cremation or burial in any way. Compulsory coipse inspection by 
Medical Officers should not be resorted to , but during an outbreak of pkgne 
all deaths, the cause of which cannot be determined not to be plague, should be 
treated as deaths fiom plague It will be open to any persons to voluntarily 
submit a dead body to the examination of a Medical Officer if they wish 
to avoid the death being treated as due to plague 

31 The Civil Surgeon, or authoiised Medical Officer shall issne to the 
owner and oocupier of a house such instructions as he may considei necessary 
with regard to the disinfection and cleaning of the buildings, the disinfection 
or destruction of personal effects, the disposal of any corpses, the improvement 
of the sanitaiy conditiou of the premises, and with regaid to other similar 
matters. Where such instructions are m writing a copy of them should be 
sent to the Assistant Gommissionei. The Medical Officei shall, if he consi- 
ders it neoessaiy, himself take measm'es for the disinfection of a house and 
for the other matters referred to in this rule. 

35 When plague appears in a town oi cantonment as a first or fresh infeo" 
tion, and before it is believed to have obtained a footing, the owner and 
oocupior of any house shall permit the Medical Officer to enter his premises 
and examine any person whom he has reason to suspect to be infected with 
the disease If the person be a female, the examination shall be made by a 
female Hospital Assistant or other female agency. 

36. If, under the above oiroumstances, on examination of any person the 
Medioal Officer suspects that such persons is suffeimg fiom, or infected with 
plague, he may cause such peison to be removed to a hospital, and may arrange 
for his detention, dieting, and medical treatment therein provided that no 
peison in a moiibuud condition shall be lemoved to hospital, save at the 
express wish of the fiiends of the patient. He may also cause the other occu- 
pants of the house in which such person resides to be lemovedto a segiegatiou 
camp, and to he detained under observation for ten days . provided that any 
member of the family of the person so removed, who wishes to accompany him 
to the hospital, shall be allowed to do so. 

Instead of causing the occupants to be so removed the Medical Officer 
may direct any or all of them to present himself or themselves daily foi in- 
spection for the next ten days at any place or before any officer named by him. 
Any person to whom such an order is given shall be bound to obey it. 

87 When plague has obtained a thorough footing, or is believed to be a 
leciudescenoe of a pievions outbreak, the meaeures piescribed in rules 36 and 
36 are not to be earned out compulsoiily, although every effort should be 



made to induce the persons concerned to submit to them as likely to he 
attended with partial, if not complete, beneficial effect 

(3) Action to be talen when an outbreak of plague has occurred or is lihely 
to occur 

38. When there is reason +o believe that cases of plague are occurring 
in a town, oi are fikely lO occur owing to its proviraity to Hrii infected area/ 
the town should be divided into quarters or cii cles of a size convenient for 
effective supervision, and each quarter should be placed, as far as possible, 
under the charge of an European official, to be called the Superintendent, who 
may be a Civil officer taken from any department, a Military or a Medical 
Officer according to circumstances. 

89, The quarter under each officer should ha sub-divided into defined 
areas, which may consist of a street, a portion of a street or group of houses 
and each of these sub-divisions should be placed under the charge of a district 
or local subordinate, who will be called a supervisor With each supeiwisor 
will be associated one or more residents of the sub-division, who will assist 
the Supervisoi in obtaining information regarding sickness and mortality in 
the areas respectively allotted to him Under each Supervisor will be a 
gang of coolies, varying in numbers to suit the requirements of each locality. 

40. While the use of search parties, paid spies and informers is prohibited 
the system of house-to-house visitation, with the object of discovering eases 
of plague, by Medical Officers or subordinates is not open to objection, 
provided the measure is carried out with tact and discretion. Such discretion 
may find expression m one way among others in consultation with waid 
members and other influential residents Either they should, wherever 
possible, be associated in the task, or, as may in some cases be expedient, 
the duty may be entirely committed to them House-to-house visitation is 
one of the matters m legaid to which the exercise of tact is eminently 
necessary It should be clearly understood that on no account should any 
house be entered without the consent of the occupiers, except in the particular 
circumstances referred to in rule 86. 

41 As a sound system of surveillance is one of the most useful means 
of preventmg a healthy place from becoming infected, people should he encour- 
aged everywhere to carry out the woik themselves, but the exact methods 
to be adopted will be determined by the authorities on the spot, with reference 
to local conditions and the resources at their disposal . 

42r The Superintendent should be provided with a suitable office in bis 
own cb'cle, where he should remain the whole day, except at intervals for 
meals, The office will be his head-quarters, to which all communications . 
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sliould be sent and at wbioh tlie supemsors will make th.eu’ daily reports. 
He will exercise a general supervison over all the operations and will issue 
orders for the necjesaary action to be taken by each section of the gang of 
coolies 

43. On a report being received by a Superintendent of the occurrence of 
a case of plague, he shall at once proceed to the house or other place where it 
is reported to have oooiiired If the case is an undoubted case of plague, and 
IS admitted to be such, he shall endeavour to airange for the immediate 
removal of the patient to the Plague Hospital. If the case is of a suspicious 
nature, he shall at once send for a Medical Officer or Assistant, and shall endea- 
vour to ariange foi the removal of the patient either to a Plague Hospital or 
Plague Observation Ward according to the opinion formed of the ease by , 
the Medical Officer or Assistant The removal of the patient to hospilal or to 
an observation ward shall he compulsory only where it can be carried out go 
completely as to render it an effectual precaution, and in the case of persons 
with no one to look after them or no home 

44 The other occupants of the place where the persons suffermg from 
plague or suspected of plague reside must not be compulsorily removed to a 
Segregation Camp, but if any such camp or any suitable place of segiega- 
tion exists, they may be encouraged to go there. All such persons 
must be kept under observation as far as possible Until the period of incuba- 
tion has elapsed they are not to he detained, but airangements must be made 
for maintaining a watch over them , and m the event of any such peison 
moving to a place outside the circle of, the Superintendent to whom the case 
was reported, he must take every piecaution to prevent his being lost sight of’ 
and for promptly communicating information regarding him to the authority 
into whose juiisdiction he proceeds. The Superintendent may direct any such 
person to present himself daily for inspection for the next ten days at any 
place 01 before any officer named by him Any person to whom such an order 
is given shall be bound to obey it 

45 No houses vacated on account of plague may he re-occupied without 
the Superintendent’s sanction, and he may cause a uotice to that effect to be 
affixed to each vacated house. He should place a seal on boxes containing 
valuable property left in houses which have been evacuated on account of 
plague Such property may be lemoved by the owner, but if he declines to 
remove it, it will remain at his risk. Property of any value belonging to the 
poorer classes which it may be considered necessary or advisable to destroy as 
being infected, should be appraised by two or more respectable natives, and 
the value paid to the owner by the Superintendent of the Circle Compensa-f 
tion should also be given without delay to the very poor for the destruction o 
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clothes, etc., -which, although they may be of no maiket value, yet serve a 
useful purpose to the owneis. 

46 Each Supervisor shall keep a list ot all lesidents m each house in 
his sub -division. He shall inspect all new arrivals, and shall obtain information 
from them as to theu* previous place ol lesideiice He shall associate 
m his work as intimately as possible ward raembeiB oi other respectable 
inhabitants of his sub-division He should, in company with one or more 
of the local residents associated with him, visit all the houses in his sub- 
division, and obtain information regarding the health of the different inmates, 
and shall, on the conclusion of his rounds, report verbally to his Supeiinten- 
dent the oocurrenoe of all cases of sickness and death, and any information 
regardmg arrivals from infected localities Any case of plague and al^ 
doubtful ones of sickness should be at once lepoited to the Supeiintendent 
at his office by day and at his house by night The stock of disinfectants, 
padlocks and all surplus appliances for divisional use shall be kept in or near 
the office. 

47. The inhabitants of an evacuated house should be allowed to lemove 
sufficient grain for then personal consumption aftei it has been exposed to 
the sunlight so as to remove all danger of infection If in any case it is 
desired to remove gram for sale fiom an infected area, it must first be spread 
out, under the direction of the Superintendent, and exposed to au and sun- 
light for 4S horns. In neither case must bags or sacks be removed until they 
have been boiled or disinfected and sun-dried 

48 After evacuation of a house under rules 35 and 87, the walls and floors 
of all rooms with their contents except articles of food which it is not intended 
to destioy, and of all enclosures, should be disinfected m the mannei indicated 
in Anuexure I.* All rags and refuse found in the house or enclosuie should 
be burned in the piesence of the Snpeivisor It is often prudent to disinfect 
not only one house in which a case of sickness has occurred oi dead rats have 
bean found, but those m the immediate neighbourhood as well Wheie the 
Superintendent thinks such disinfection advisable it should be eaxned out 
under his orders. 

49. When disinfection by chemical agency cannot be caiiied out effec- 
tively the roof, if not a one, should be i amoved, and holes should be 

made in the walls to admit fieely air and light to the smallei looms and 
enclosuies 

60. The coolies engaged in the work of disinfection, etc , should be pro- 
-vided with boots or shoes, to protect their feet from the dangei of infection 
through abraded surfaces 
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51. Expenence has abundantly proved that the evacuation, of an infected 
house 01 houses is seldom in itself sufficient to sta mp out the disease When 
Plague manifests itself in one house m an indigenous form, those in the 
neigboui'hood have, as a rule, already become infeoted, and it usually follows 
that cases subsequently appear in them It is therefore always a wisp and 
piudeut course on the occuirence of an indigenous case, to evacuate not only 
the one house, but also all those in the immediate neighbourhood 

62 It may be advisable owing to the occurrence of several cases in one 
area, and while there is still some hope of stamping out the outbreak to 
vacate a gioup of houses or a whole sub-dmsion, and to scgi’egate the inhabi- 
tants, The whole or any portion of the population vacating may he lemoved 
to the segregation camp, but ordinarily inhabitants of non-infected house® 
should be allowed the option of going wheie they please Disinfection and 
unroofing of the houses should then be earned out in due course. 

53. On the evacuation of the houses in the infeoted area, all the inhabi' 
tants of the non-infected poition of the town should be encouraged to leave 
the town, and any obstacles which may tend to delay their departure 
should, if possible, be removed 

64 A person dealt with under the foregoing rules shall comply with and 
directions that may be given to him by the Medical Officer with regard to 
his removal to, and his detention and tieabment in, an observation shed, 
temporary hospital or place of segregation, and with respect to the disinfect- 
ing or burning of his clothing and personal effects, the disposal of any corpse 
or with lespect to any other similar matter He shall not depart fiom any 
such place of detention without the peimission of the Medical Officei. 

56 In the event of a death occurring from plague, the disposal of the 
body shall be arranged foi in accordance with the religions piactices of the 
deceased, and the instructions in Annexme I.* In the case of a Euorpean oi 
Muhammadan, the body shall be buried at least six feet deep , the place of 
burial, if not an authorised cemetery, should be well away from habitations 
and sources of water-supply. In the case of a Hindu, the body shall be 
completely and thoroughly burned m an isolated locality in the presence of 
a lesponsible official. 

66. The Assistant Commissioner of the District, or the Cantonment 
Magistrate, in the case of a Cantonment, shall provide suitable conveyances 
for the free carnage of persons suffering, or suspected to be suSermg, from 
plague, and it shall be lawful to drive or carry such conveyances through any 
public or private thoroughfare 
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57. Any oonveyancej public or private, used for the carnage of a person 
infected with plague or suspected of being infected, shall be thoroughly 
disinfected and exposed to air and sunlight foi seven days previous to being 
again brought into general use. 


(3) General Samtarif Pieeaaiions 

58. In any Municipality or Cantonment the Assistant Commissioner of 
any Magistrate authoiised by him in this behalf, or the Cantonmeiit Magis- 
trate, may issue general orders that by a certain specified date ceitam sanitary 
precautions of a simple nature, such as the free ventilation and lime-washmg 
of houses, cleaning of latrines, the removal of filth and rubbish and of parti- 
tions which obstruct light and ventilation shall be caii’ied out within any 
specified area, and all persons residing within such area shall be bound to give 
effect to these orders. 

59 If Within such time such persons fail to cany out the operations 
specified m the notice the Medical Officei may, with the sanction of the 
Assistant Commissioner or of the Cantonment M agistrate, entei upon the 
premises at any time between sunrise and sunset, after giving such notice of 
his intention as shall under the circumstances appear to him to be reasonable, 
and caiiy out the measures specified above, piovided that when an apartment 
is oeoiipied by a female who, according to the oustoms of the couutiy, does 
not appear in public, the Medical OflScer shall give at least one horn’s notice 
of his intention to enter such apartment and shall afford hei every reasonable 
facility foi withdrawing from such portion of the apartment as he may desire 
to entei The expenses incurred may be recovered from the persons who m 
the opinion of the Assistant Commissioner or Cantonment Magistrate may 
fairly be held lesponsible 

60 When any premises or any block of huts are in such an insanitary 
state as, in the opinion of the Medical Officei, to make the inmates 
thereof specially liable to an attack of plague, he may require the owner by 
notice to have the whole oi any portion of such premises cleansed withm a 
specified time in such manner as may appear to him necessary, and may in 
consultation, if necessary, with a competent Engineei, du'ect the owner to 
remove all structures, partitions, erections or portions of house-walls which 
obstruct light and ventilation. If within such time the owner fails to carry 
out the operations specified in the notice, the Medical Officer may, with the 
saactiCn in writing of the Assistant Commissioner or of the Cantonment 
Magistrate, enter upon the premises at any time between sunrise and sunset. 



after giving such notice of his intention as shall, under the oucumstatlceSj 
appear to him to be reasonable, and cany out the measures specified above 
provided that when an apaitment is occupied by a female who, according to 
the customs of the country, does not appear in public, the Medical Officer 
shall give at least one hour’s notice of his mtention to entei such apaitment 
and shall afford her every reasonable facility for withdiawing fiom such 
portion of the apaitment as he may desue to enter. The expenses incurred 
may be lecovered in the mannei piovided m rule 59 above 

61 lu a town or place where cases of plague have occurred, all grain 
godowns oj places wheie giaiu is stoied or sold for consumption, shall be 
open at all times for inspection by the Medical Officer, or officei deputed by 
him 

62 When a giaiu godowu is found improperly ventilated or in such an 
lusamtary condition from damp or otherwise as to be unwholesome for storage 
of grain, the propiietoi shall be lequiied to remove the giaiu to a properly 
constracted godowu 

63 All gram godowns in which dead rats have been found shall be 
declaied unwholesome and unfit for use until thoioughly disinfected The 
giaiu found m such godowns may he turned over and properly au'ed or 
destroyed as unfit for food, and any bags in which infected gram is found 
stored shall also be destioyed 

64 No person, except Municipal oi Cantonment servants, shall pick up 
rags or other refuse in the streets or elsewhere The Assistant Commissioner 
or Cantoument Magistrate may disinfect or, at his discretion, destroy any 
coUootion of rags in rag pickers’ houses or lag stoies 

PART IV. 

Roles eelating to Non-Municieal Towns and Villages 

6B In villages and non-munioipal towns it is the duty of every Patwam 
Bhumia, Lambardai, Patel, Com-t of Wards Official, Kamdai or Havildar to at 
once report any suspected death oi suspected case of pUgue to the nearest 

Police Station, and the Officer mchaige of the Police Station on receiving 

report of a death, shall oarefuUy inquh-e whether the deceased had symptoms 
of plague as described in ^ Annexure I . , , 

66 The Officer in charge of the Police Station shall leport immediately 

to the Tahsildar, the District Supeuntendent of Police, the Assistant Com. 
^issionei, the nearest Medical Subordinate and the Civil Smgeon, any case 
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of plague, actual oi' suspected, brought to bis notice The Civil Surgeon wil 
inform the Residency Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer and First Assistant 
to the Agent to the Goveruoi -General and Chief Commissioner by telegram. 

67. On leceipt of a report of a case of plague from the police undei the 
preceding rule, the Tahsildar, or, m his absence, the Naib Tahsildar, shall at 
once proceed to the spot, and if he finds that the death was due to plague, and 
that no other persons in the house in which the death occurred are ill, he shall 
proceed to dispose of the body (if not already disposed of), and to disinfect 
the house, clothes, and bedding of the deceased, as diiected iffi Annexure I, at 
the same time reporting the result of his mquiry to the Assistant Commis- 
sioner 

68. If he finds that any person in the house is ill with fever, he shall, with 
the assistance of the Larabaidar oi Patel of the village, in anticipation of 
orders from the Civil Suigeoii or Assistant Commissioner, see that all the 
precautions specified in 1 A unexure I are iigoioiisly observed He will take 
similar action on learning of the occurrence of a case of plague at any 
wayside railway station in his Tahsil. 

69. Officers of other Departments when'on tour shall, if they have reason 
to think that any case of plague has occurred, at once inform the Tahsildar, 
and send a copy of their report to the Assistant Commissioner, 

70. The nearest Medioal Subordinate to leoeive information of cases of 
plague fxom the Officer in charge of a Police Station will ordinarily be the 
Hospital Assistant of a Branch Dispensary The Hospital Assistant on receiv- 
ing a report of a case shall, if possible, at once visit the spot m co-operation 
with the Tahsildar, and see that the necessary sanitary measures are taken. 
He shall communicate the result forthwith to the Civil Surgeon. 

71. In places m which a Branch Dispensary 18 situated, Hospital Assist- 
ants shall themselves watch all aiiivala and report sickness, with a description 
of the symptoms, to the Civil Surgeons of the distiict The Officer in chaige 
of the station in whose circle the dispensary is situated shall at once oommu- 
moate to such Hospital Assistant all particulais leceived by him undei 
rule 26. 

72. The Civil Surgeon will arrange to proceed, as soon as possible, to 
places from which oases are reported. On amval, the Civil Surgeon shall be 
guided in bis action by the mstruotions in Pait III and Part V, so far as they 
are applicable to the circumstances of the case. 

7 8, Should the Civil Surgeon considei it necessai’y that the inhabitants 
of a village m which plague has broken out should temporarily camp out in 
the open or under trees at a distance from the village, he shall make a leport 
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to that effect to the Assistant Commissioner, and the latter may direct the 
inhabitants to vacate their houses accoidingly The houses shall in this case 
be not again occupied till they are thoroughly ventilated and disinfected 

74; For the purpose of segiegation, the Assistant Commissioner, or 
officer specially authoiised by him in this behalf, may take possession of and 
occupy any vacant ground oi building, such compensation being afteiwards 
made to the owner oi occupier thereof as may be fixed under rule 94, 

75 The Civil Suigeon may lequiie any building to he vacated on 
suspicion of its being infected by plague, or on the ground of its being in a 
dangerously insanitary condition, and snob building shall not be re-occupied 
without his permission 

76. In the case of villages badly infected, the whole of the inhabitants 
should be turned out Villageis aie accustomed to electing shelters for 
themselves, but if necessaiy, materials for hutting should be supplied, The 
sick and suspected villagers should be caiefully separated fiom the healthy, so 
far as is possible, without breaking up families, and an officei should be 
appointed to examine the daily health of the population and prevent migiation 
to other villages 

PART V. 

Rules relating to Plague Hospitals and Camps. 

77. A site for the hospital should be selected as near as possible to the 
infected population, but a permanent building, suitable in aU respects foi a 
hospital, may sometimes be obtained either inside or on the outskirts of the 
town. It cau be easily disiufected when it is no longei required for a 
hospital, and such a building would be niore popular and convenient thafi 
huts erected at a distance fiom the town 

78. If a suitable building is not available, it wdl be necessary to erect 

huts foi plague patients, for convalescents, and 
The dismfcotiOD solution is des observation of doubtful oases, on the 

cubed m Annesuie I nearest Site The hospital huts intended for 

females should be some distance apart from those intended for males. Move- 
able mat screens should be provided between the beds to seem e as much 
privacy as is possible to each patient. Every patient should be supplied 
with a cheap substitute for a spittoon, and both it and the vessels used as 
bed pans, should contain a sufficient quantity of an effective disinfecting 
solution. The floor of the hospital huts should be freely watered daily with 
the perchloride of meicuiy solution, and vessels containing the same solution 
should always be available for the disinfection of the hands and feet of the 
native attendants 
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79. Belationa and friends of patients are to be permitted to attend 
upon them (so far as is consistent with the maintenance of discipline and 
order), and a stated time should be set apait for the visits of all other 
lelatives and friends of the patients. 

80 On the arrival of the patient at the hospital, all his clothing should be 
removed, and, if of little value, burnt lu the piesenoe of the Medical subor- 
dinate , otherwise they should be thoroughly disinfeoted Hospital clothing 
should theu he supplied On lecoveiy, the patient may he transferred to the 
convalescent ward or discharged. In either case, he should be given a warm 
hath and supplied with new clothes 

81 Huts for the segiegation of individuals removed fiom infected houses 
and of all suspected peiaons should, if possible, be erected at a oonvemeut 
distance from the hospital compound, and should be suriounded by a bamboo, 
or othei fence Individuals brought foi admission into this camp may, if 
necessaiy, foi the purpose of cleaulmess, be bathed in a solution of oaibolio 
acid— one to a bundled paits of watei — and then clothing disinfected 

82 All the inmates should be inspected daily eithei by the Medical 
Officoi or a Medical subordinate, and any case of plague detected should be 
removed at once to hospital, and doubtful cases of fevei to the observation 
waid If no case occurs amongst them after an interval of 16 to 80 days, 
they may be allowed to leturn to their houses, if such houses have been 
cleaned and disinfected, and if the local authority considers that they aie fit 
for re-ocoupation, or be admitted into the camp for healthy individuals, after a 
second disinfection of then- clothing 

83 Both the hospital compound and the segregation camp should be 
guarded by Police foi the put pose of maintaining order and preserving 
propel ty 

84- The establishment tf separate hospitals and segregation camps for 
the leoeption of piivate families oi foi members of special castes and religions 
should be encouraged, and every asoistauce should be given by the local 
authonty foi their erection and supei'vision. The treatment of the patients 
admitted into these hospitals may, if desired, he placed in the hands of va-uls 
and and the internal management of both hospitals and camps may 

he conducted by membeis of the caste or religion couoerned, subject, howevei, 
to fhe general supervision of a European dootoi, in samtaiy matters, where 
possible, and control of the local authorities, and to the usual airangcments as 
regards guaids 

85 If it 18 found that the healthy, , people from houses not infected, 
Wish 01 are willing to vacate them homes, a separate camp for their accom- 
modation should be arranged for. In this case, the inmates should be allowed 
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to puisue tkeir daily employments on oondition that they sleep in camp, as a 
letiiin to then own houses at night should rendei the effect of the voluntary 
evacuation futile 

The huts should be numberedj inmates registered aud a daily inspection 
made of all the residents If no case of plague has ocouried m a hut for 
1 5 to 30 days, the inmates may be allowed to return to their houses, if such 
houses have been ventilated and cleaned, and if the local authority considers 
that they are fit for re-occupation 

86. Should a case of plague occui in a hut, the patient should be re- 
moved to hospital, and the othei inmates to the segregation camp The hut 
should be at once burned and the site diBinfdcted with the peichloiide of 
mercuiy solution 

87 The method of arranging a plag’ue camp is given in Annexuie IP to 
these rules. 

88 The Commissioner may close a private hospital if it appeals to him 
that the management of such hospital is not satisfactory 

89. Every effoit should he made to render plague camps and hospitals 
as attractive as possible, by studying the comfort and meeting the leasouable 
wants of the inmates, in oidei to induce the people to lesoit to them 
voluntaiily 

To this end the establishment of private and caste hospitals is to be 
encouraged • hospitals should be located near infected qimters the size 
of hospitals should be limited so that patients may leceive sufficient mdivi- 
dual attention and accommodation may be readily made available toi their 
families aud fnends. Care must be taken to piovide an adequate numbei 
oi medical attendants and nurses . ample aud comfortable accommodation is 
to be set apart for patients, and at least two friends should be permitted to be 
111 attendance on each patient, so that no patient who has fi tends willing to 
attend him need evei be left alone,

the recent epidemics of plague in India and elsewhere, as well as by scientific 
research and experiment, it is that HafEkme's inoculation confers a veiy 
sensible, although not absolute, protection against attack, with a diminished 
case mortality among the few of the inoonlated who happen to become 
infected, while its use is unattended with more than a few day's discomfort 
Every person who holds ,a ceitiftcate that he has been inoculated by 
Haffkine's process within the piecediug six months shall not be liable to 
detention when travelling, except for such time as may he necessary to 
disinfect such of his baggage or clothing as may be considered suspicious* 
He shall not be liable to daily observation foi ten days after ainval from a 
plague-infected place He =hall not be segregated although he has been

Note — T his certifionte exempts the holdoi from segregation, fiom detention nhen travelling 
and from ten days’ observation under the pasapoit mlos It does not, however, exempt him from 
liability to evacuate an infected house, except in the case Hhero all the occupants of the house 
have been inoculated, or to have his clothes disinfected when tiavelling. The coitifioate is valid 
for a period of six months.

92 Persons who have been detained in a camp or otherwise under obser-

The following rules which have been piepared under section 69 of the 
Indian Registration Act, 1908 (XVI of 1908), by the Commissioner, Ajmei- 
Meiwara, as Inspeotor-Geneial of Registration for the Railway areas men* 
-tioned opposite his name m column 1 of the schedule to the notification of 
the Government of India in the Foreign Department ^No. 344-I B., dated the 
2Bth January 1913, and have been approved by the Agent to the Governor 
General in Rajputana, are hereby published for general information.
